Do I have your attention now? Good. This article is abcut writing 
and more importantly about iJeas, and the magic word - Imagination. 
((fo know is nothing, to imagine is everything - HB)) 


This article is aimed at everyone with an interest in writing short 
stories about Blake's 7, or about anything else, 


Anybody is capable of providing enough good ideas to write thousands 
of short stories and hundreds of novels. This would keep a dozen 
fan clubs going for a hundred years. (After which time the BBC 
will probably decide to repeat the series, or even remake it in 
gloricus Holovision or whatever the techniaue of the day is). 


Don't worry if you don't think your knowledge of Blake's 7 is very 
good, as Albert Sinstein once said ‘Imagination ig more important 
than knowledge.' As long as you know the name's and basic traits 
of the main characters there is nothing tc stop you starting to 
write, remember you can only get better. Don't worry about flaws 
in your plots or mistakes in the characters, we all make mistakes 
(as Grac said climbing off the tro.ical fish tank) ((Jeff! This 
is a family W/L!!! - HB)), even the proiessionals make mistakes 

((I didn't realise Bodic and Doyle wrote B7....I'm sorry this is 

a serious article and I shoultn't interrupt. Jefi, go on - H.B.)) 
and have flaws in their plots if you look hard enough for them. 
Take 'Star Cne', one of my favourite episcdes. It is clearly stated 
that the anti-matter mine field extends for a huge distance but 

not all the way around the galexy,. Why didn't the Andromedans 

fly around it? The distance they would have to cover is tiny 
compared to the distance they've already travelled. Surely a 

tace intelligent enough to build an intergalactic drive has the 
intelligence to fly around a half completed barrier. So the story 
may be flawed. Who cares? Its still a great story. 


Now onto the subject of ideas. The best ideas just occur without 
any. reason, usually at an inconvenient or embarassing. moment. 
However, ‘ideas nearly as good can be created artificially just by 
Sitting dovm and thinking about them. 


Before I go onto some examples I would just like to say something 
on the nature of imagination, Imagination is thinking abcut 
possibilities. whe easiest way to use your imagination is ”° 
through asking yourself questions and then answering them. 

What if.....? being the main question. 


Now about ideas. «n idea cen be an event, a situation, a discovery, 
a plot or a character. There may be others I've missed. Anyway , 
now for the examples I promised yous 


First the event. A typical idea would be the explosion of a star or 
planet. ‘Then set your imagination to work on it. Ask questions. 
Whet caused the explosion. Answer the question yourself. Perhavs 
the Federation have invented some Super-weapon. Maybe some alien 
force or creature is interferins in the natural crder of things. 

It coule just be a natural occurence and you could still get a story 
cut of it. how do the crevof Liberator (or scorpio if you're 

that way inclined) become involved? They could just happen to be 
Close to the event, in which case they may have to fight to save 
their ship. Perhaps they receive a distress call from someone

in danger by the event. Uow about Orac intercepting a message to 
Federation High Command saying 'Project Burnout test report - . 
complete success,' The possibilities are immense. -What.is the. final 
outcome? I'll leave you to work out an ending, it doesn't have to be 
conventicnal but you are limited in that the main characters and ship 
that was present at the beginning must be alive and well at the end. 
((You could write ‘alternative universe! where the characters are . 
the same but in a different time/location/with different convictions 
- in this case the characters could be allowed to die if you wish - 
H.B.)) This could be why So many people write post G.P., stories, 

So their endings can be different. .((It could also be that they 
want a continuation of the series. ‘that shows that maybe not everyone 


in the room died - HB)) 


het's try another event. The Government of a planet decides to 
crganise an event such as £, f64tival/carnival/tournement/games/what-— 
ever. Already you can start asking questions. Why are they doing it? 
what is supposed to happen there? What will happen there? How can 
Liberator's crew become involved?. Do Wimpey ever close their fast 
food places? (Don't be afraid to let your mind wander where it. 


wants to go - when this sort of question occurgy it usually means 


you've been sat at the typewriter too long and need feeding). 


Onto a situation idea, which in some ways is similar to the event, 

but involves characters directly. An example would be. one of the 
characters imprisoned -icmewhers, immediately questions should start 
to form in your mind. ‘Yho are the captors? How was the. character 
caught? “Will the character be rescued by others or does .the 
character have to escape without help? ((Why did the captors . 

capture him/her? After all not everyone in the universe know they 
are wanted by the Feds. - HB)) ‘verybody who uses this idea will 

come up with something differsnt, It's even reusable should you. 
decide to answer the questions again or use a different character(s). 


Another situation would be a group of characters travelling or |. 
being guided across the surface of an inhospitable (or even hospitakle 
planet. Why are they there? Maybe searching for a person/object/ | 
treasure. Perhaps they are trying to escape from someone oF something, 
why can't they just teleport out #:7 to where they want to £0? 

Yant to try some discovery ideas now? ((Yean, why not! - HB)) These 
were popular during thc series. 'Spacefall', 'Orac', 'Weapon' all 
centred around discoveries. The basic idea for this is. the develop- 
ment of some device which will affect in sone way or other the lives 
of the characters. There are few ways of resolving stories like 
this and unless you have something completely new then don't make. 
the discovery element the main part of your story. . 


Onto one of the better class of idea. The plot, or more precisely 
scheme/deep laid plan. ‘Dxamples of this are numerous. | —_

#n the position of the character and think as they would .think,. 
servaltan will use tact and suttlety, but should that fail she will 
use blackmail, threats or people, whatever seems most. likely ‘to 
achieve her plan. ‘Travis would use the threats, blackmail and 
peeple to try to expicit what he sces as Blake's weakness, his. 
concern for the welfare of others, Blake's plot is on Gauda Prime 
near some trees. ((0h very witty! ~ HB)) Seriously; Blake is 
guided by a code of tioral values which determines how far his plans 
stretch. . This doesn't mean Blake isn't prepared to kill in self...

asking yourself what they will and will not do. You should also

Finally onto character. Stories cen be inspired by a character or 
group of characters... A story based: on a character can end up as. | 
a very strong story indeed. Take the episodes 'Rumours of Death', .- 
and 'Sapcophagus', They are both built around strong, central. 
(external) characters. They contain plots, situations. apd events, 
but are most memorable for the characters they contain. - The. 
interaction between the characters you create:and the existing 
characters is very important, and by using your. imagination not 
impossible to achieve, PT ee 8 ae, eee 


Where do character's core from? they come from real people you have’ 
met or people you know. They come from other characters you have. 
read or seen portrayed by actors. They come from the imagination, 
((They come from you —- HB)) Most, however, are a: combination of.” 

the three (four -"EB)). How do-you create a character?: You can 

do this in many different ways, whichever way you find the best, 

You cen start witha physical description, then put your imagination 
to work to decide on the characters strengths and weaknesses and 
background. Alternately you could: start with a background first =. °. 
and build from ther:,. It's best to Pind your. own method .for. mg 
character creation, one you.understand and are comfortable: with. - 


How do you make a character interesting? ‘All characters are : 
interesting. Only those that are badly written or inconsistant’ 

in their behaviour tend to sour good stories. If you can justify . 
all the actions of your character and express them clearly (it: «50: 
doesn't have to be brilliant - just Clear and understandable) . then 
you should have nothing to worry about. ee ee Bs age p 2 


What does your character dc fora living? There are many jobs. that 
could bring peovle into contact with peaple like. Blake, Avon, etc 
prevessionally, or otherwise, “A few examples would, be scientist 
(most often used and therefore the most boring) , freedom fighter, 
spy (but for which .side?), playboy (with appropriate space yacht), 
deserter from Pederation, salvage Gealer (I'm sure Dorian wasn't 

the only one), adventurer, pirate, merchant, ((Thief-HRB)) ete... | 
On a heavily populated planet tney could becorie involved with people . 
doing any job imaginable. ((Hind you, what they do for ae living 

may not always macvtar, depending on your idea - HB) ) ee 3 


Why should a character be human? Why not have conputers taking over - 


the role of adversary to the crew? . Hov about a less .powerful version. 
or Crac with an irregressible ego, who manipulates humans to try to 


destroy Orac so it can be the most intelligent machine in the universe, 
What if a computer running a small space station malfunctioned and 

believed itself to be God, demanding worship from the occupants in 

exchange for life support, maybe one or two of the crew just happen 
to be on the station when this haspens.

Why not have alien characters? They can be hummanoid like Cally 

or they can be as different as your imagination can make them. You 
are not limited by BBC budgets (twin-headed felines, intelligent 
arachnids, ((Thats Dr. Who — HB)) mischievous gorillas or carnivorous 
ducks. Note — don't try writing a serious story with carnivo>.us 
ducks, If it sounds silly to you then it probably will to others 

as well. Not all stories have to be serious). 


Once you have your alien give them/it a purpose. Decide on the 
intelligence of your alien and be consistant. Don't start out with 
a hyper-intelligent alien that by the end of the story has been 
reduced to something with the intelligence of a brick ((Unless 

there is some genetic reason for this happening - HB)) (Such as 
falling into obvious traps, standing still while people shoot it 
etc). Typical purposes for aliens could be survival, gain knowledge, 
a ship, Orac or some priceless treasure. They might want to take 
over the universe by force (as happens a lot on Dr. Who) or just 
move their planet out of the way of an approaching asteroid tone 
for the carnivorous ducks). ((They used that idea in Star Trek 
but without the ducks - HB)) 


Onto technique and how to start. This is the most difficult part. 
Plan out your story in outline. Make sure all your scenes have 
some purpose, whether it be to establish a character, explain a 
part of the story, make a point or anything else. If it doesn't 
have a purpose then it has no right to be in your story. | 


If you wish to write a scene and are unsure how to, then my advice 

to you is to pick up a book or a fanzine and read through a scene 
Similar to the one you intend to write. It is better to do this 

out of context, so that you see the technique of the story and not 
the overall style. Then try to imitate their technique. Try to 

make what you think are improvements. ‘ou won't have to do this 

for very long before you start to develop your own technique and hence 
your own style. | 


In this article I have hopefully given you some ideas or set you on 
the road ‘to finding your own ideas. There are some areas I have 
deliberately ignored, namely how to write the characters and also 
the social, economic and political effects of the Federation on 
creatures throughout the galaxy (and beyond). The main reason for 
me not giving my ideas on how to write the characters is that I'd 
like people to *- US8e' their own ideas on this. The way I would 
advise people to do this is to ask questions about the characters. 
What makes them happy or sad? What makes them angry? What type of 
sense of humour do they have? (if any). What makes them afraid? 
ete etc etc etc. As for the second area I missed, lets do that 
some other time. 7 ss 


A final piece of advice. ‘the categories I laid down earlier are“far 
people stuck for ideas. Rememocr evsry story should have several 
ideas contained inside it, one or two main ideas and several lesser 
ones. Once you h-vye the ideas forget about the categories, they | 
will only distract you. | | . 


I have written this article because I believe someone had to write 
something like this sooner or later, and later may be too late. I 
myself have only just begun to write short stories, although - 
ideas have been flowing from me for years.
